The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under POT Rule 13.1 because, under POT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The technical feature which links the claims of Groups I and II is a liquid- 
containing pouch made of metallocene catalyzed ethylene polymer. Whether or not any 
particular technical feature makes a contribution over the prior art and therefore 
constitutes a "special technical feature" is considered with respect to novelty and 
inventive step. (MPEP [R-6] 1850 II.) As evidenced by Motobayashi (JP 1 1019183), 
the claimed technical feature is known in the art. Therefore, the claimed technical 
feature fails to define a contribution over the prior art and unity of invention is lacking 
between these two groups.
